'A camera won't help 
a disabled person' 

Mayor hits out at proposals to scrap porters at train station 


DISABLED and elderly 
passengers travelling from 
Dorchester’s railway sta¬ 
tions are to be left without 
help when the porter sys¬ 
tem is scrapped. 

The town’s mayor, 
Councillor Les Phillips 
has slammed the idea to 
cut the man-hours at the 
town’s South Station by 
replacing the platform 
guards with a CCTV 
screen system. 

The introduction of the 
scheme will mean those 
passengers who are unable 
to join and disembark 
trains without help could 
be left stranded. 

As the consultation with 
trade unions is on-going, 
the implementation of the 
scheme and how many 
members of staff will be 
affected is not yet known. 

Councillor Phillips, who 
is also president of the 
town’s Stroke Club and 
chairman of the Dorset As¬ 
sociation for the Disabled, 
said he was worried about 
how the changes would

impact passengers lives. 

Councillor Phillips said: 
“There are disabled people 
who travel the Weymouth 
to Bristol line and there is 
never anybody on the sta¬ 
tion, but there is someone 
on the southern station. 

“There are disabled peo¬ 
ple who travel on the Wey¬ 
mouth outline that need 
help to get on and off with 
baggage by a porter, so if 
they stop that people won’t 
be travelling on trains. 

“A lot of disabled people 
in Dorchester cannot get 
buggies on busses and so 
go by train. The move will 
have a detrimental affect 
on people, especially dis¬ 
abled travellers in the 
town. 

“I know people, disabled 
people, who need assis¬ 
tance to put on and off 
their luggage and I think 
it’s a bad thing to take 
away those porters from 
the platform. They keep 
cutting and cutting costs 


and it will end one day 
where people won’t travel 
if they cannot get help. 

“A camera won’t help a 
disabled person on and off 
a train.” 

The move follows a trial 
of CCTV screens, which 
allow trains to be dis¬ 
patched by guards, across 
the country and which are 
already in use elsewhere 
on the UK rail network. 

A spokeswoman for 
South West Trains said 
Dorchester South Station 
had been singled-out for 
the scheme when they as¬ 
sessed stations across then- 
network which could ben¬ 
efit from the equipment. 

The spokesman said: 
“We are currently consult¬ 
ing with the trade unions 
regarding the potential im¬ 
pact for staff at some of 
the stations where this 
equipment may be intro¬ 
duced, including Dorch¬ 
ester South Station. 

“While we recognise the 


many other duties carried 
out by staff at our stations, 
there are already many sta¬ 
tions on the South West 
Trains network where for 
some time we have run a 
safe and effective opera¬ 
tion for our customers 


without having staff on the 
platform to dispatch 
trains.” 

Southwest Trains have 
said the cutting of staff 
would not affect the ticket 
office opening hours at 
Dorchester South Station.

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Marquee loss could be detrimental to football club 


ANOTHER nail is being driven into the financial coffin 
of Dorchester Town Football Club by councillors refusing 
to back a planning application. 

The club’s chairman has admitted the future is uncertain 
after the town’s Planning and Environment Committee 
strongly rejected a renewal application for Prince’s Mar¬ 
quee. 

The Dorchester Town Supporters’ Trust board are now 
urging West Dorset District Council to get behind the ap¬ 
plication for the benefit of the town when it comes before 
them later this year. 

The town council recommend refusal because they were 
strongly of the opinion the proposal was unacceptable to 
local residents, and the noise level from the structure was 
intrusive. 

Chairman of DFC Shaun Hearn said: “The previous 
owners of the club put the marquee up, and I’ve only been 
at the club since last September but I can tell you the club 
needs the revenue the marquee brings in. 

“Personally I wonder if the football club can continue 
to exist without the marquee because it is a good source 
of revenue.” 

The marquee is used for a variety of functions ranging 
from matchday use, weddings and a large number of 
charity fundraising events and generates much needed 
employment within the town. 

Founded in 1880 DTFC has played an important role in 
the community by providing the opportunity for fans to 
watch non league football in a family friendly environ¬ 
ment. 

Communications Officer Dan Fuge said on behalf of 
DTSTB: “[the marquee] further supports the vitality and 
economic viability of the town through the contracts it 
places with local businesses and the various purchases of 
visiting fans. 

“Since its introduction, the Prince’s Marquee has pro¬ 
vided supporters and the wider community with an asset

which has benefited the club with additional income and 
has also helped to raise the profile and enhance the rep¬ 
utation of the football club. 

“This has helped to sustain the club through an increas¬ 
ingly difficult economic climate and the retention of the 
marquee would continue to provide supporters and the 
community with a valued community based facility as 


well as support the financial viability of the football club 
itself.” 

Since the initial planning application was approved, the 
club has introduced increased soundproofing and in¬ 
stalled an electronic sound restrictor in a bid to deal with 
any problems of noise for local residents. 

Mr Fuge said he would like to remind planners of the 
consequences of rejecting the planning application, 
“Namely the severe detriment to both the football club 
and the community as a whole.” 


Work to start on new leisure centre 


BUIFDERS are expected 
to begin the two years 
work on Dorchester’s new 
sports hall and leisure com¬ 
plex as early as September. 

Plans to convert the old 
Thomas Hardye Feisure 
Centre pool have taken 
various guises with a sur¬ 
vey finally acknowledging 
a need to replace the build¬ 
ing with a sports hall and 
extra car parking. 

The proposals for the 
new facilities, which will 
be open to the public at all 
times, already include a 
new 25 metre, six-lane 
pool with a 150-seat spec¬ 
tator gallery, learner pool, 
dance studio and fitness 
suite. 

West Dorset District 
Council Community En¬ 
abling Manager Nick 
Thornley said: “Agreeing 
the details of the second 
phase of the overall proj¬ 
ect, to include the new 
sports hall, and finalising 
the lease details has re¬ 
sulted in a short delay. But 
we are looking forward to 
work starting very soon 
and giving West Dorset 
residents a fantastic leisure 
complex to enjoy.” 

The original proposal for 


the second phase of work, 
which deals with the exist¬ 
ing Thomas Hardye 
Feisure Centre buildings, 
was to convert the redun¬ 
dant pool hall into addi¬ 
tional educational facilities 
and continue use of the ex¬ 
isting sports hall. 

Following a survey of 
the current building and 
discussions between the 
district council, county 
council and trustees and 
governors of Thomas 
Hardye School, proposals 


were put forward to re¬ 
place the building. 

The work will be phased 
so the school and public 
can continue to use the ex¬ 
isting sports hall while 
work is completed. 

The new sports hall is 
expected to be completed 
towards the end of 2012. 

Headteacher of The 
Thomas Hardye School 
and Chairman of the 
Swimming Pool Project 
Board, Dr Iain Melvin 
said: “This has been a 


long-term project and it is 
indicative of the strength 
between the partners that 
we have found a solution 
that is so advantageous to 
the community and the 
school. 

“The levels of provision 
for leisure in Dorchester 
will be exceptional.” 

The district council’s Ex¬ 
ecutive Committed re¬ 
ceived an update on the 
project at its meeting on 
Tuesday.

WEST Dorset councillors have backed plans for a 
"merger" with Weymouth and Portland council that 
would save £8.5million. 

The proposals would see West Dorset District 
Council's workforce join up with Weymouth and 
Portland Borough council to deliver services across 
both areas, marking the biggest change to local gov¬ 
ernment in the district for 35 years. 

Weymouth and Portland councillors backed the 
proposals at their Management Committee last 
week and must now be approved by their full coun¬ 
cil tonight (July 22nd). 

West Dorset councillors heard yesterday how the 
move, which has not been done anywhere else in 
the country, would protect and improve services 
and save around £8.5million over the next five years. 

The merger would mean a single officer structure 
for both councils, including one chief executive and 
management team instead of the current two. 

The joint workforce would deliver services to 
162,000 residents, over 6,100 businesses and the 
millions of visitors to the areas governed by the two 
councils. 

West Dorset District Council Leader Robert Gould 
said: "We would continue to be two separate au¬ 
thorities, each setting its own budget and council 
tax. Both would still be able to deliver the services 
that local people want in the way that is most appro¬ 
priate for their area. 

"But I believe we will be stronger together - the 
partnership will give us the opportunity to learn 
from each other and protect valued local services at 
a time when our government funding is about to fall 
significantly."

“The BTO report states that the 
kestrel population has only declined 
recently and that it was stable be¬ 
tween the start of the survey in 1994 
until around 2005. 

“Clearly, farming has not become 
more intensive in the past five years 
- in fact, with the introduction of the 
Single Payment Scheme, the oppo¬ 
site is actually the case. 

“We currently have some 70 per 
cent of farmland in England covered 
by agri-environment schemes - so it 
seems to be nonsense for the RSPB 
to blame intensification for the prob¬ 
lem,” said Mr Mortimer.

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Hospital launches new 
thrombolysis service

DORSET County Hospital 
in Dorchester has launched 
a new 24hour treatment 
service for stroke suffer¬ 
ers. 

Across the county of 
Dorset, about 1,500 people 
will have a stroke each 
year and of these about 
one third will die and one 
third will have some dis¬ 
ability, while the remain¬ 
ing third are left severely 
disabled. 

More than 10,000 people 
in Dorset are living with 
the long-term conse¬ 
quences of stroke. 

Clot-busting drugs must 
be given within three 
hours of stroke symptoms 
starting to give people the 
best chance of recovery, 
and they can only be given 
to people who have had 
certain types of stroke. 
This is called thromboly¬ 
sis. 

Every year approxi¬ 
mately 350 people in West 
Dorset will be admitted to 
Dorset County Hospital 
(DCH) having had a 
stroke. And for the last 
four years the Stroke Team 
has provided a Monday to 
Friday 9am to 5pm throm¬ 
bolysis service. 

This month the team has 
launched a round the clock 
24 hour thrombolysis serv¬ 


ice so that people in West 
Dorset will now be able to 
get this treatment closer to 
home no matter what time 
of day or night they have 
their stroke. 

The Dorset Cardiac and 
Stroke Network (a partner¬ 
ship of local NHS trusts, 
stroke patients and support 
groups) have led the devel¬ 
opments of the thromboly¬ 
sis service across all 
hospitals in Dorset and 
have provided training for 
doctors and nurses, and 
supported the Diagnostics 
Team at DCH in training 
all of the on-call radiogra¬ 
phers in carrying out CT 
scans for stroke patients. 

These scans can now be 
seen on a laptop by the 
stroke consultant to assist 
in accurate diagnosis of 
the type of stroke. 

The installation of a 
telemedicine system in the 
DCH Emergency Depart¬ 
ment means that a stroke 
consultant can now be 
contacted any time via a 
laptop link which allows 
them to see and talk to the 
patient and emergency 
team without actually 
being present in the de¬ 
partment. 

The launch of the new 24 


hour thrombolysis service 
will dramatically improve 
the chances of recovery 
from a stroke for those 
who are eligible to receive 
it. 

These clot-busting drugs 
need to be given as soon as 
possible after a stroke, ide¬ 
ally in the first hour, so it 
is vital that people recog¬ 
nise and respond to the 
signs of a stroke quickly 
by dialling 999. 

DCH Consultant Stroke 
Physicians Dr Rob 
Williams and Dr Harald 
Proschel emphasised the 
importance of speedy 
treatment. 

Dr Williams said: “Every 
minute that passes after 
symptoms start, two mil¬ 
lion brain cells die. This 
clot-busting treatment can 
help to reverse the damage 
caused by stroke.” 

Dr Proschel added: “The 
earlier it is given, the more 
effective the treatment is, 
so I urge people to learn 
the FAST check.” 

Face - Can the person 
smile? Has their mouth or 
eye dropped? 

Arm weakness - Can 
they raise both arms? 

Speech problems - Can 
you understand what they 


are trying to say? 

Time to call 999 if you 
spot any of these symp¬ 
toms 

The role of the local am¬ 
bulance service is also 
vital in getting patients to 
hospital as fast as possible. 

South Western Ambu¬ 
lance Service has been at 
the forefront of developing 
better stroke care, leading 
work on a national level. 

Deputy Clinical Director 
Adrian South said: “The 
ambulance service has 
been working for the past 
six years with the hospital 
to enable an ever increas¬ 
ing number of patients to 
receive clot busting treat¬ 
ment following a stroke. 

“This fantastic develop¬ 
ment at Dorset County 
Hospital means that Dorset 
is now the first county in 
the South West where 
thrombolysis is available 
24/7.” 

The question of throm¬ 
bolysis was raised at the 
NHS Dorset Health Ques¬ 
tion Time event held ear¬ 
lier this year. The event 
saw over 60 people attend¬ 
ing the Weymouth and 
Portland National Sailing 
Academy in order to find 
out about local health serv¬ 
ices.

Red Cross to the rescue 


THE British Red Cross Fire and Emer¬ 
gency Support Service, delivered in 
association with Dorset Fire and 
Rescue, aims to provide practical 
and emotional support to those af¬ 
fected by fire or flood. 

The service is delivered by spe¬ 
cially trained Red Cross volunteers 
and offers food, clothing, toiletries, 
access to a telephone, help with 
looking after children and pets, and 
shelter in the specially adapted fire 
and emergency support vehicle. 

These same volunteers can also 
provide emotional support, infor¬ 
mation and advice on finding tem¬ 
porary accommodation, and 


assistance in producing an inven¬ 
tory of lost or damaged items. The 
service is free to the people receiv¬ 
ing it, all costs being met by volun¬ 
tary contributions to the Red Cross. 

Since its launch in March of this 
year, this service has already helped 
more than eight families across 
Dorset. 

One of the organisations who 
have helped with the funding of 
this much needed vehicle is the 
ladies of Dorchester Moose, who 
handed over a cheque for £240 in 
May. 

The money was raised by holding 
a tombola and lucky dip at events 


such as Dorchester's Christmas 
Cracker, along with a stall on Wey¬ 
mouth sea front. 

As a reward for their donation, the 
ladies were shown around the vehi¬ 
cle before one of their Wednesday 
evening meetings. 

Moose member Debbie Smith 
said: "The vehicle is packed with 
everything you could possibly want 
during an emergency, including 
food such as tins of beans and pot 
noodles, and shoes and clothing in 
all sizes. 

"We have decided this is such a 
worthwhile cause we shall continue 
to support them over the next 
twelve months."

Free swimming 
scheme cut short 


FREE swimming for under 16s and 
over 60s at Dorchester's Thomas 
Hardye Leisure Centre is to end early 
after the Government withdrew na¬ 
tional funding. 

The sessions for young and older 
people was due to continue until 
March 2011, but the Government re¬ 
cently announced that funding for 
the free swimming initiative will end 
immediately. 

However the district council is look¬ 
ing to continue the scheme until the 
end of the school holidays. 

A report being considered by West 
Dorset District Council's Executive 
Committee later this month will rec¬ 
ommend that the free swimming 
scheme at Thomas Hardye Leisure 
Centre continues until September 
5th 2010, so children can benefit dur¬ 
ing the summer holidays. 

The normal pricing policy will then 
resume, including the usual free 
swimming for children aged four and 
under. 

Earlier this year, the district council 
won funding from the Amateur 
Swimming Association (ASA) to fund 
free swimming lessons for teenagers 
and people aged over 60 who can't 
swim. 

Despite the ASA's funding being 
cut, the district council is hoping to 
finance the lessons until March 2011, 
along with free swimming for people 


with a disabled leisure pass at 
Thomas Hardye Leisure Centre. 

It is also recommended that the dis¬ 
trict council continue to provide its 
own funding to Bridport Leisure Cen¬ 
tre and Beaminster Community Pool 
Association so these pools can con¬ 
tinue to provide free swimming for 
peopled aged 16 or under and 60 or 
over until March 31 st 2011. 

West Dorset District Council Com¬ 
munity Enabling Manager Nick 
Thornley said: "The free swimming 
scheme has been very well received 
by customers and we have seen a sig¬ 
nificant increase in the number of 
people going swimming, so we are 
disappointed that the scheme is 
coming to an end. 

"In April, limited free swimming 
was launched for one year only at the 
pools in Bridport, Beaminster and 
Sherborne but because the district 
council, rather than the Government 
provided the funding, they will be 
able to continue until March 2011." 

The district council has given Brid¬ 
port Leisure Centre £30,000 so both 
age groups can swim for free on Sat¬ 
urdays and Sundays. 

Until September 2010, Beaminster 
Community Pool Association is offer¬ 
ing free swimming for under 16s on 
Saturdays at 10am and Wednesdays 
from 4pm, thanks to a £3,000 grant.

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Dorset's'No Excuse'road safety 
campaign to go region wide 

DORSET’S year long road safety campaign has been 
such a success that forces across the South West are 
now taking up the scheme. 

For two weeks, police forces across the South West 
region will be mirroring Dorset’s road safety campaign 
‘No Excuse’. 

Operation Vortex started on Monday and will be run¬ 
ning until the end of the month. 

Dedicated teams of road policing officers - using un¬ 
marked cars and motorcycles - will patrol a wide va¬ 
riety of roads across the South West, in a concerted 
effort to reduce injury road traffic collisions by im¬ 
proving driver behaviour. 

In Dorset, the year-long ‘No Excuse’ campaign has 
been running since January this year. 

It aims to reduce casualties by tackling the main 
types of driver and motorcyclist behaviour known to 
cause death or serious injury. 

These incorporate the ‘fatal four’ of speeding, not 
wearing a seatbelt, distractions - especially using a 
mobile phone while driving - and driving under the in¬ 
fluence of drink or drugs. 

Chief Inspector Bob Nichols, Head of Dorset Po¬ 
lice’s Traffic Unit, said: “Together with our neighbour¬ 
ing forces we are sending out the clear message that 
motorists, flouting the rules, are likely to be caught 
anywhere throughout the entire region. 

“The intention is to get motorists at all times to con¬ 
centrate 100 per cent on their driving behaviour when 
behind the wheel - not just when a marked police car 
is in sight. 

“With our ‘No Excuse’ enforcement, education and 
media campaign and the region’s Operation Vortex we 
want to ensure a long-term change in driver behaviour. 

“Our aim is to make Dorset’s roads safer. We are 
working very hard to reach this goal and, with the co¬ 
operation of motorists, we can reduce the tragedy of 
serious injuries and deaths on our roads.”

A COMMITTED St John’s Ambulance volunteer from Bridport will visit Buck¬ 
ingham Palace in September after becoming a Serving Brother of the organisation. 

Paramedic Phil Lathey is celebrating a double success after also receiving his 
award for 25 years service to the organisation. 

The Serving Brother award is considered as the St John’s equivalent of a knight¬ 
hood and is only presented to a handful of people each year. 

Mr Lathey said: “It means a great deal to me, its recognising the work I have 
done over the years and it is a great honour to be nominated as a Serving Brother. 
I never thought I would ever achieve this, its something that only a few people ever 
get and I am just lucky that I have been nominated for it. 

“It’s one of the highest honours you can achieve, and it’s the highest that most 
normal members will get to.” 

And despite only being allowed to volunteer until retirement age, Phil hasn’t ruled 
out receiving further long service awards. 

“I have got another 15 years that I am allowed to do but after that I will have to 
retire I expect, but there are talks of letting us go to 70. If I am still able to walk 
and talk and everything else I will continue on and I might get my 40 years service 
yet and if I work on it I might even get my 50 years,” he added.

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UPCYCLING NOT RECYCLING! 


I N A small workshop 
in Burton Bradstock, 
a new furniture com¬ 
pany is helping home- 
owners revamp their 
properties with the latest 
trend in interior design. 

Upcycling is a new phe¬ 
nomenon to hit British 
shores and has received 
national media coverage 
in recent weeks thanks to 
an episode of the BBC 
series Mary Queen of 
Shops. 

The theory behind ‘up- 
cycling’ is to take an out 
of use or waste product 
and re-vamp it to give it 
a whole new lease of life. 

When Tony Mason and 
Jan Thorpe’s White Ele¬ 
phant Studio opened on a 
chilly November evening 
last year they had no idea 
about the practice, but it 
is now the key to their 
success. 

Jan said: “The BBC2 
documentary has really 
put it into the foreground 
now, the idea that you 
can transform your home 
with painted furniture is 
just very much in vogue 
at the moment. 

“We didn’t even realise

with though, it was just 
something Tony had al¬ 
ways wanted to do” 

The studio is now 
packed from wall to wall 
with Tony’s latest designs 
but the furniture business 
has only developed to its 
current level due to the 
high public demand. 

The studio originally 
began life with its pri¬ 
mary function being a 
lecture room for Jan’s 
public speaking seminars 
with her own business 
‘Speechtrain.’ 

The furniture business 
almost began as a side¬ 
line but as more and 
more people saw their 
old family heirlooms 
transformed into some¬ 
thing modern and con¬ 
temporary, the greater 
demand became. 

“With a lot of these 
items they have senti¬ 


mental value to people,” 
Jan explained. 

“We had a guy come in 
the other day who owned 
a Welsh dresser and he 
was quite shocked to see 
we had one the same and 
how it looked. 

“He only had the bot¬ 
tom of the Welsh dresser 
left and was using it in 
his shed for storing 
Wellington boots and he 
had thrown the rest away. 

“He looked quite sad 
about it because he didn’t 
realise it could look like 
this.” 

Tony added: “Quite a 
few people remember the 
stuff as well. It’s been in 
their house since they 
were children, whether 
it’s a sideboard or a 
dresser, and they say now 
you’ve painted it its com¬ 
pletely different”

as a decorator Tony had 
always wanted to spread 
his wings and release his 
more creative side. 

Inspired by the quirky 
details of 19th century 
French furniture Tony 
made the leap into 
restoration. 

“It s 100 per cent better 
than my decorating 
days; that was just a 
trade - it’s an industry 
but this is a bit arty. 

“It’s a talking point 
and we have people 
come in and talk for 
hours about it,” said 
Tony. 

“It seems to be ex¬ 
tremely popular around 
this area and also with a 
lot of people from Lon¬ 
don and the south east 
who are down here on 
holiday. 

“We had one lady 
come down who said 
that if we took it back to 
her village in Sussex we 
would sell out in a week. 
I am a amazed at the re¬ 


sponse and when people 
say things like that to 
you, you know it’s going 
the right way.” 

The business has an 
obvious eco-friendly ap¬ 
peal and the recent pub¬ 
licity surrounding this 
has definitely been a fac¬ 
tor in the White Ele¬ 
phant’s growing success 
but Tony admits this 
wasn’t the original idea 
behind the business. 

“The eco side of it is a 
bonus in a way really, 
it’s only in the last few 
months we have started 
to think that way. 

“You see a lot of this 
stuff being burnt, a lot of 
the pubs burn it when 
they re-decorate and it’s 
a wicked waste,” he 
said. 

The White Elephant is 
only a small business

Pigs might fly 


THEY say pigs might fly, and I can't think of a more apt expression on hear¬ 
ing the news that the driving forces behind Pink Floyd, Roger Waters and 
David Gilmour, reunited on stage earlier in the month at a fundraising 
event in Oxfordshire. 

The duo played a four-song set for the Hoping Foundation at Kidlington 
Hall, near Oxford. With just 200 people in the audience, the pair - aug¬ 
mented by a backing band - performed'Wish You Were Here','Comfortably 
Numb','Another Brick In The Wall (PartTwo)'and - oh, the irony! - Phil Spec- 
tor's'To Know Him Is To Love Him'. 

When Pink Floyd reconvened for Live 8 in 2005, most fans had already 
given upon seeing their favourite band together on stage again. With the 
death of keyboard player Richard Wright three years later, this would be 
the one and only reunion of the classic line-up of the group. 

Although Roger Waters (self proclaimed "creative genius" of the band, 
lead songwriter and trusty bass player) made many an overture to David 
Gilmour (genius guitarist and the group's primary vocalist) in the after- 
math of the event, Gilmour made it clear that the band was over. Wright's 
death only confirmed this, with the guitarist being quoted as saying:"No 
one can replace Richard Wright." 

In the meantime, diplomatic drummer Nick Mason has played with both 
Waters and Gilmour in the five years since that one-off reunion. If anything 
was stopping a post-Wright get-together, it was undoubtedly the fractious 
relationship between Waters and Gilmour. 

Ever since Waters originally left the band and the remaining members 
dared to continue without him, things had been difficult (to put it mildly). 

Richard Wright had been dismissed following the recording of The Wall, 
with Waters taking full control of the band resulting in the album The Final 
Cut, which sounded more like a solo effort than Pink Floyd. 

When Waters quit, declaring the band a spent force, he went to the High 
Court to try to stop Mason and Gilmour continuing using the name with¬ 
out him. When they toured, Waters threatened to sue any promoter who 
dared bill them as Pink Floyd. Waters even issued a writ for copyright fees 
for the band's use of his flying pig, so the band responded by attaching a 
huge set of male genitalia to its underside to distinguish it from his de¬ 
sign. 

Roger's legal actions failed and the remaining pair re-recruited Richard 
Wright, going on two more hugely successful tours promoting two equally 
successful albums. 

When the band got back together for Live 8, it had been 24 years since 
the four had shared a stage. You'd have to go back 11 years for the last 
time that just Gilmour, Mason and Wright had played together. This was a 
major coup for organiser Bob Geldof. 

After some minor disagreements during rehearsals, the band performed 
a four-song set comprising of tracks from Dark Side of the Moon, Wish You 
Were Here and The Wall. 

At the end of their performance Gilmour thanked the audience and 
started to walk off the stage, but Waters called him back and the band 
shared a group hug that became one of the event's most memorable im¬ 
ages. 

After the show Gilmour confirmed that he and Waters were on "pretty 
amicable terms" but nevertheless the band turned down a £136 million 
deal for a final tour. Waters did not rule out further performances, but only 
fora special occasion. 

The following year, Gilmour stated that he wished to focus on solo proj¬ 
ects and his family, and that his appearance at Live 8 was to help reconcile 
his differences with Waters. 

But here's the good news - following their appearance together earlier 
this month - that might not be the end of it after all. 

The duo are set to perform the band's classic track'Comfortably Numb' 
at one of the gigs on Waters'forthcoming solo tour of The Wall. 

According to a post on Waters' Facebook page, Gilmour agreed to join 
his bandmate again after Waters was persuaded to sing 'To Know Him Is 
To Love Him'. 

"Well! You could have knocked me down with a feather," he wrote. 

"I was blown away. How could I refuse such an offer? I couldn't, there was 
no way. Generosity trumped fear. And so explaining that I would probably 
be s*ite, but if he didn't mind I didn't, I agreed, and the rest is history... End 

of story. Or possibly 
beginning." 

He added that 
Gilmour would de¬ 
cide in due course 
which show they 
would team up at. 

Waters' The Wall 
tour will hit the UK 
for seven concerts 
next year, including 
five dates at Lon¬ 
don's 02 Arena.

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Skoda auto achieves record sales Bikers warned of V™ ‘squaring' dangers 


in the first six months of 2010 


SKODA Auto reached a new 
sales record of 378,747 ve¬ 
hicles sold worldwide in the 
first half of 2010. This rep¬ 
resents an increase of 
nearly 15% when com¬ 
pared to the same period of 
last year. In June alone, 
71,320 customers pur¬ 
chased a Skoda (+8.3 per¬ 
cent). 

"Skoda continues its growth 
trend with new record num¬ 
bers. In particular, the brand 
has profited from high de¬ 
mand in China, as well as a 
positive trend in Western and 
Eastern European markets. In 
some countries however, the 
market remains weak after a 
difficult 2009. The second 
half of 2010 will bring great 
challenges but we are on an 
excellent path" said Reinhard 
Fleger, Member of the Board 
responsible for Sales. 

The key driving force be¬ 
hind the increase in growth is 
the development of the Chi¬ 


nese market, which in June 
alone sold 15,158 vehicles, an 
increase of more than 51% 
when compared to the same 
month in 2009. From January 
to June 2010,84,135 vehicles 
were delivered in China, 
82.3% more than in the first 
half of the previous year. 

Skoda overseas markets 
performed well in the first six 
months of 2010, increasing 
sales by almost 50% (25,000 
vehicles). In Russia, twice as 
many cars were sold when 
compared to the same 
month of the previous year. 
In Western Europe (excluding 
Germany), the brand in¬ 
creased its sales by 34.5 per¬ 
cent to 117,283 vehicles.

As National Motorcycle Week kicks 
off riders are being warned of the 
dangers that continuous upright 
riding on fast straight routes can do 
to their bikes 7 tyres. 

Long journeys on motorways can 
cause the meeting of the tyre's side- 
wall and tread to 'square-off', which 
gives a feeling of loss of grip when the 
bike is used on winding roads. Often 
on long journeys motorcyclists switch 
from the motorway to fast A- and B- 
roads, without knowing their bikes' 
handling is compromised. 

Gary Hartshorne, motorcycle tyre 
technical specialist forTyreSafe, says 
the squaring-off phenomenon will al¬ 
ways affect bike tyres because of their 
design, but if the bike is being con¬ 
stantly ridden on winding roads squar- 
ing-off will take longer to occur, 
meaning extended tyre life. 

The type of journey covered isn't the 
only reason for squaring-off, as other 
factors can have an impact:"It also de¬ 
pends on the materials used, the com¬ 
pound of the tyre and the original 
profile of the tyre when new. Some 
tyres have a flatter profile to start with 
while others can be very pointy. The 
more 'pointy' they start out as, the 
more the squaring-off will become ap¬ 
parent as the tyre gets older," Gary 
Hartshorne says. 

Tyre pressures can also affect the 
squaring, with both under- and over¬ 
inflation causing problems, as Gary 


Hartshorne explains: "If tyres are un¬ 
derinflated this will cause squaring off, 
as would running them overinflated, 
but then the width of the 'squared 
band'around the tyre would be nar¬ 
rower as the contact patch would be 
narrower in the first instance. 

Tyre design means there is no cure 
for the squaring-off phenomenon, but 
once they're aware it might happen, 
riders can adjust their riding accord¬ 
ingly. 

"It's important that motorcyclists 
make allowances for any unusual han¬ 
dling characteristics their bike might 
show when they leave the motorway," 
says Karen Cooke, director of safety for 
the Motorcycle Industry Association. 
"Keeping tyre pressures at recom¬ 
mended levels is one way to ensure 
safe riding, as is rider awareness."

LOCAL derbies are either tense exciting affairs, or 
more often an anti-climax, and unfortunately for 
Weymouth it was the latter this time with Dorch¬ 
ester claiming a convincing victory over their 
neighbours. 

Bowled out for just 123 with Rob Waite claiming 
5-21 with a devastating spell of spin bowling, the 
Seasiders found it difficult to defend such a low 
total and with Lee Haynes in masterful form were 
beaten with 21 overs to spare. 

Winning the toss, Dorchester skipper put their 
visitors in and Phil Morley trapped Jim Ryall (5) 
Ibw early on.

Paul is ranked Nol in the world this 
year in the IPC rankings for the 800m 
and 1500m in the T36 category, but it 
costs him in the region of £10,000 per 
annum to compete and train. 

Apart from a grant of around £2000 
from the authorities, his parents have 
borne the brunt of the cost. He trains 
three times a week at Bath University 
and costs are rising as the number of 
competitions increase. 

Local racehorse owner and breeder Liz 
Nelson read Stuart Broom's profile on 
Paul in a recent article and decided she 
would like to help him financially. 

She suffers from motor neurone dis¬ 
ease and has to use a wheelchair, so ap¬ 
preciates the effort and determination 
that both Paul and his family have 


shown to overcome his disabilities. 

"I thought it was a fantastic story, and 
am full of admiration for both Paul and 
his family. I have met him and he is such 
a lovely young man. I was absolutely 
amazed at what he has achieved consid¬ 
ering his condition when he was born. 

"I will be sponsoring him right up to 
the Olympics and beyond, I believe he is 
a wonderful example of what can be 
achieved despite having a disability." 

Paul has also received the support of 
the Terry Collin Fund, set up in memory 
for the former Bridport News sports ed¬ 
itor to help disabled sportsmen and 
sportswomen. 

His sister Heather Crabb said: "We are 
delighted to support Paul and will be 
donating £2000 to help towards his 
costs. We read the story in the View From 
Beaminster newspaper and recognised 
Paul as exactly the type of person the 
fund was set up to help and we hope 
that he achieves his goal. 

"He has shown such determination to 


overcome his disabilities and to have the 
chance of a gold medal at the 2012 
Olympics is a wonderful achievement.

Heather 
added: "I hope this story will prompt 
other disabled sports people to ap¬ 
proach us if they feel they need financial 
help." 

Paul is also to feature in a new Channel 
4 television programme that will follow 
a number of disabled sportsmen and 
women who are part of the Paralympic 
GB team development programme and 
hoping to compete in the London 2012 
games. 

Filming starts later this month, and the 
programme will be following Paul both 
at home and in during training and com¬ 
petitions.

He took the place of recent signing Dave Allen who was 
rested after playing all the game against Crawley, and he 
showed Vickers that he could be a good signing. 

He is big and strong and kept the visitors defence under 
pressure for an hour before being substituted and might 
have scored as early as the 10th minute when he was put 
through by a Matt Groves flick that deceived the Daggers 
defence. However former QPR keeper Tony Roberts, now 
40-years-old showed he has not lost his agility by spread¬ 
ing himself and deflecting the ball for a corner with his out¬ 
stretched foot, much akin to Casillias against Robben in the 


World Cup Final.

Westhenry, did well to stay with 
the three ahead of him as they broke 
from the field with 800m remaining, 
and despite being the least experi¬ 
enced of the quartet was gaining on 
third place Matt McLaughin as they 


came down the final straight. 

A member of Weymouth St Paufs 
Harriers (WSPH), he is now ranked 
4th in his age group in the UK, and 
has the potential to improve having 
another year in his age group. As a 
distance runner finalist he later at¬ 
tended a session hosted by Dame 
Kelly Holmes. 

Fourteen-year-old Guildford also 
impressed in his first national cham¬ 
pionships. Also a member of 
WSPH’s he competed in the Junior 
Boys shot. 

Having achieved over 15m in 
training, hampered by a cast on his 
left hand he threw well below his 
best but claimed 10th place in a field 
of 24 with a throw of 12.71m (still 
an English standard throw). 

With the experience of a national 
competition under his belt, he will 
hope to show his true potential at the 
England Athletics Under 15 & 
Under 17 Outdoor Championships 
in Bedford in August. 



BUCKLER BLOW AS NICHE 
BOLTS OVER TO NICHOLLS 


BOB Buckler was rocked last week by 
the news that his star horse Niche Mar¬ 
ket was being transferred to top Na¬ 
tional Hunt trainer Paul Nicholls stables 
at Ditcheat in Somerset. 

"It's quite gutting," said Buckler who 
only heard the news ten ago. "The first I 
heard about it was on the Saturday and 
it all happened from there. However 
owners are entitled to do what they 
want, these things happen in racing, but 
I am very disappointed." 

The nine-year-old joined Buckler's 

• yard in the autumn of 2007 and in his 19 
runs earned almost £ 14 million pounds 
in prize money including the 2009 Irish 
Grand National. 

His owner Graham Regan is reported 
to have decided on the move in an ef- 

® fort to find out how good his horse is. 
He says there was no row with Buckler, 
and appreciates that he is very disap¬ 
pointed, but felt the opportunity to 
move to the champion NH trainer was 
something he couldn't miss. 

The move however has not found 

• support from all quarters of the racing 
fraternity, with The Independent's Chris 
McGrath quite scathing in last Satur¬ 
day's edition of Regan's decision, a 
move he claims does not always bring 

• success. 

In his article where he discusses the 
vagaries of trying to buy success he 

• champions the success and importance 

• of the smaller yard's and says: 


"Take the egregious example of Mr 
Graham Regan, who this week got it 
into his head to transfer Niche Market 
from Bob Buckler to Paul Nicholls. Here 
was a horse whose success in the Irish 
National confirmed that Buckler, with a 
fraction of the resources that underpin 
Nicholls as champion trainer, was a 
match for anyone - given the right ma¬ 
terial. "Buckler, with his expert eye for a 
slow- burning, chasing type, had picked 
out Niche Market for just £20,000. And 
he turned him into one of the most irre¬ 
sistible steeplechasers in training, 
whose exuberant jumping and indefati¬ 
gable gallop contributed to the down¬ 
fall of Denman himself, when he refused 
to buckle at Newbury in February. 

"He will have been treated like royalty 
in Buckler's yard. With Nicholls, he will 
find himself among the proletariat. 
While wishing him no ill, very few would 
now find Niche Market winning at Ain- 
tree very palatable - though it must be 
said that Nicholls, himself readily exon¬ 
erated of any blame in accepting the 
horse, is notoriously unproductive in 
the National." 

In an interesting reversal of roles, 
Nicholls has lost a top horse that has 
been transferred to another stable. 

Fine Fella Thanks who finished fourth 
in this year's Aintree Grand National has 
been moved to Ferdy Murphy's stable in 
North Yorkshire by his owner Harry 
Findlay who claims a perceived lack of 


support from the champion trainer's 
yard - just the point McGrath was mak¬ 
ing about the possible lack of individual 
attention at a stable full of top class 
horses. 

Findlay has also sold his share in Den¬ 
man to co-owner Paul Barber whilst 
nine other horses he had in training at 
Nicholl's yard are to be sold at the Don¬ 
caster Sales next month. 

Niche Market's last run for Buckler was 
in the national in April where he had to 
be pulled up after suffering a leg injury 
when another horse cut into him. 

Regan confirmed that next year's na¬ 
tional was again his objective starting 
with the Hennessy Gold Cup at New¬ 
bury in November, interestingly the 
same objective as Fine Fella Thanks. 

Buckler has not been idle filling his 
star's box and has purchased two horses 
from one of his favourite sources; 
Michael Hourigan in County Limerick, 
Ireland. 

"One is an athletic, lovely grey four- 
year-old who looks very promising and 
will eventually go over fences," said 
Buckler, who has also picked up two 
horses from Robert Alner's yard follow¬ 
ing his retirement. 

One, Red Johnny, a five-year-old who 
has been placed in a bumper looks a 
promising prospect. 

Cullahill has had the throat operation 
that was agreed following his recent run 
at Newton Abbot.
